Lukeman, in answering charges of 
Samuel Venable, of Atlanta, that the 
Stone mountain memorial “is a colos- 
sal failure,” attacked Borglum’s Stone 
mountain work, stating that Borglum 
spent more than $200,000 to produce 
only 3 per cent of one figure on the 
mountain. Lukeman also was quoted 
as having declared that Borglum’s 
work was technically and artistically 


impossible. 

Replying, Borglum Tuesday isstied 
the following statement; 

“Lukeman’s destruction of the work 
on Stone mountain puts him out of 
court forever in any matter of art. 

“My central group was as a group 
30 per cent done and over 50 per cent 
blocked. I authorized expenditure of 
$113,000 during my entire working 
period. This amount built all scaf- 
folding, installed machinery, built 
studio models and stairways. These 
figures are contained in an audit pub- 
lished by the Stone Mountain Memo- 
rial association itself March 31, 1925, 
after I had left the work. 

“My position in art has too long 
been established not only here but 
abroad to be affected by any mediocre 
opinion. I have recently, at the re- 
quest of the new president of the as- 
sociation, G. F. Willis, examined the 
hole blown in,the mountain since my

Five Cities Are Credited 


With More Than Million 
Residents. 


- ‘Washington, October 2—(#)—City 
populations of the United States, es- 


timated as of July 1, 1928, were re- 
ported today by the census bureau. 
Five American metropolitan centers, 
headed by New York with a total of 
6,017,500 persons, were credited with 


“more than a million residents—Chica- 


so with 3,157,400, Philadelphia with 
2.064.200, Detroit with 1,378,900, and 
Cleveland with 1,010,300. 


The census bureau explained that 


its 1928 estimates were based in part 
en calculations of population growth 
rates indicated by the 1920 federal 
census, by the results of intervening 
state census returns, and by studies of 
local conditions. Notwithstanding, in 
the case of a few cities the bureau re- 
fused to make any 1928 estimate be- 
eause of annexation, or because of 
“exceptional conditions of growth,” or 
because of indicated population loss. 

After the leading five cities, the es- 
timates showed a large group of Amer- 
ican cities possessing more than a half 
million people, the list including St. 
Louis, 848,100; Baltimore, 830,400 ; 
Boston, 799,200; Pittsburgh, 673,800; 
San Francisco, 585.300; Buffalo, 555,- 
800; Washington, D. C., 552,000; and 
Milwaukee, 544,200. No estimate was 
given for Los Angeles which in 1920 
had a population of 576,673. 

In all, the 1928 report listed 262 
American cities having more than 3U,- 
000 population in 1920, and for most 
of them gave the comparative estimate 
of their total in 1928.

NBC and Columbia Systems 
To Increase National 
Networks. 


BY MARTIN CODEL.

Washington, October 2. — Nation- 
wide hookups as a nightly occurrence 
and other expansion plans of the 
broadcasting retworks radiating out 
of New York city were annor 1 by 
officials of the leading chains while 
they were. in Washington in connec- 
tion with the chain station restriction 
order imposed by the federal radio 
commission. 

Not .only will the radio audience 
west of the Rockies be able to tune 
in a New York program at stated 
hours each evening, but Co*adian lis- 
teners may soon be able to hear those 
programs from their own stations, ac- 
cording to the president of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting companv, M. H. 
Aylesworth. This organization has 
55 stations in its “red,” “blue” and 
Pacific coast networks. 

The Columbia broadcasting system, 
now noted chiefly for its superior mu- 
sical offerings, proposes to add iiany 
new stations to its string and has 
already embarked upon a policy of 
greater program diversity. This chain, 
the only large rival of the N. B. C., 
consists of 21 stations extending as 
far west as Kansas City. 

Most of the expansion plans of the 
chain organizations depend upon the 
practical effects of the reallocation of 
next November 11.

It seems that ordinary 
honesty, such.as makes for success In 
the grocery or shoe business, invites 
failure in the hair restorer line, The 
public has been educated to expeet the 
wonderful new hair tonie or restorer 
to bring back the original hair or the 
natural color, and if you do not assure 
the sucker that your stuff will work 
these miracles you ean’t sell him more 
than a trial package, owing to the 
liberality of competition in the matter 
of advance promises and phony guar- 
antees, 

Some psychological authority esti- 
mates the moron population of the 
United States as somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 35,000,000. Morans 
are individuals whose mental capac- 
ity is limited to that of a normal 
child from 8 to 12 years of age. This 
plains how the hair tonic business can 
thrive in spite of dishonesty. 

When anyone offers a remedy which 
will restore the natural color to gray 
hair, or one which will make hair 
grow on a bald head, there is one to 
four chance that the prospect will 
buy the stuff.

That fight up the National league 
hill certainly was a tough five and 
a half months pull.

I 
don’t think Ill ever see its equal.

It was said in baseball circles that 
Griffith did not entirely agree with 
Harris on managerial methods and 
there have been reports that Harris 
felt that. the club president had not 
provided him with sufficient material 
to shape up a winning club.

This initial demand was _ rather 
readily. supplied by selling on rela- 
tively easy Liverpool cables, while 
there may also have been a little fur- 
ther selling on disappointment over 
the rejection of proposed strike set- 
tlement terms by cotton miil oper- 
atives in New Bedford. At any rate, 
the market turned easier and if any- 
thing selling became a little more ac- 
tive when the publication of private 
crop reports pointing to a reduction 
iy yield prospects during the past 
month failed to stimulate more aggres- 
sive or general buying. 

Liquidation for a time was rather 
active, sending the price of October 
contracts off from 19.33 to 19.06 and 
March from 19.11 to 18.83, or about 
14 to 19 points net lower.
